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Claims 1-14, 16-19, 21, 22, and 24-29 were not amended. The arguments in regards to claims 1-29, were considered, but were not 
persuasive. The Tsikos reference teaches two overlapping beams, which indicate where the center of the field of view is. The applicant 
argues that the beams overlap instead of intersect. However, both "overlap" and "intersect" simply mean sharing a common space. 
Additionally claims 15 and 20, now amended raise a new issue that would require further consideration. Projecting an unfocused 
confirmation beam as opposed to a non-targeted beam would require an additional search. 
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
